ang HAT we underftand by Tafte, is the 
#f peculiar Relith that we feet for any a- 
greeable Object, and is more or lefs per- 
feet, according to the Degree of Judg- 
ment we employ in diftinguifhing its 
Beauties. Lt ought always to be found- 
ed on Truth, or Veri-fimilitude at leatt ; 
P 9 De but we often find it to be only theChild 
inion, or the mere Refult of Accident.—True Tafte 
ri to be acquir'd without infinite Toil and Study ; and 
we are generally too Indolent to accept of an Advantage on 
fuch Terms. This is the real Occafion, why a falfe one is 
fo apt to prevail, and on a Divifion of Mankind, would 
number three to one in its own Favour. All Men are fond 
of being efteem'd witty, wife, or learned 5 but are willing 
to procure their Reputation as eafily as poflible. They have 
Senfe enough to obferve how cheaply this isacquir’d by Hu- 
mour and Fafhion, to the Prejudice of true Underftanding, 
and genuinePolitenefs; and how zealous we are, in promot- 
ing the Follies we intend to pradtife. Like Men of much 
Ambition, and narrow Fortune, we counterfeit the Gaiety 
we can never purchafe ; and frugally flatter our felves, that 
our Tinfel will be miftaken for the real Gold it was intend- 
ed to imitate. I am forry ’tis in my Power, to appeal 
to numberlefs Faéts for the Truth of this Affertion. No- 
thing is fo common, as the Affedtation of Tafte ; and hard- 
ly any Thing is fo feldom found. Indeed the Misfortune is 
infeétious, and variety of Incidents agree to make it almoft 
univerfal. Bad Principles of Education, when young ; an 
ill Choice of Acquaintance at entering into the World; the 
Ignorance of thofe that undertake to inform us, and conti- 
nual Prejudices of our own. But the Frequency, or 
Confirmation of an Evil, fhould never difcourage us from 
endeavouring to furmount it ; and if "tis grown quite defpe- 
rate, there is the more Neceflity for oppofing it with the 
greater Vigour. There is fo much depends on a true Tafte, 
with regard to Elegance, and even to Morality, that I can’t 
refit the Temptation of throwing in my Mite to the Pub- 
lick, and recommending, to the utmoft of my Power, what 
I judge to be of fo much Advantage. The Defign 
of Schools, the Ufe of Univerfities, the Benefit of Conver- 
fation, fhould all centre in this great Point; and no one can 
properly be itil’d a Gentleman, who has not made ufe of e- 
veryOpportunity to enrich his own Capacity, and fettle the 
Elements of Tafte, which he may improve at Leifure. There 
are Numbers of Perfons, who may juftly claim Reputation 
for a fingle Excellence, that in all others are defeétive, and 
inconfiderable, for the Want of this general Accomplith- 
ment. A good Tafte is the Heightner of every Science, 
and the Polith of every Virtue: ‘Tis the Friend of Socie- 
ty, and the Guide to Knowledge: "Tis the Improvement 
of Pleafure, and the Teft of Merit. By this, we en- 
large the Circle of Enjoyment, and refine upon Happinets. 
It enables us to d ftingnith Beauty, wherever we find it, and 
deteét Error in all its Difguifes. It obliges us to behave 
with Decency and Elegance, and quickens our Attention to 
the good Qualities of others: In a Word, "tis the Affem- 
biage of all Propriety, and the Centre of all that’s aimable. 
But "tis not {ufficient, to enhance the Value of what we 
admire, unlefs we can aflift others to the Poffeffion. I would 
not only enumerate the Advantages of a good Tafte ;_ but 
endeavour to fecure them to my Readers. Thole, who en- 
joy them already, will excufe me the Repetition, for the 
Sake of my Grub-Street Pupils; and thofe who donot, will, 
I hope,together with them, receive fome Benefit from what 
was calculated only for their Service. 
Truth and Beauty include all Excellence ; and together 
with their Oppofites, are the only. Objeéts for the Exercife 
of our Cenfure, or Admiration. The rightly diftinguifh- 
ing of them, isthe Proof of a good Tafte ; and what na- 
turally leads to the Perfeétion of Judgment and Apprehen- 
fion.—_—. Truth, fhould be confider’d as the Defign in 
Painting ; and Beauty, the Colouring and Decoration. 
Falfehood and Deformity, are the Contrafts of the 
Groupe; and to be able to deteé the one, we thould be 
capable of admiring the other. The Mind, which is 
always employ'd in contemplating the firft, or condemning 
the latt, will be partial in its Knowledge, and unjuft in its 
Decifion. Prejudice, on either Side, is foreign to a good 
Latte; and yet, thro’ the Frailty of human Nature, both 
may meet in the fame Perfon together. 

















ror, and what a Beauty ; carefully examining, when we 


praife, whether we truly underftand the Objeét of our Ap- 
probation.’ Many a Miftake has been made by not obferv- 
ing this Rule. Beauties have been cenfur’d, for the Want 
of Underftanding ; and Errors extoll’d, becaufe, in the 


Wrong, in this Particular, every one of their Fourna/s will 
witnefs; and that I don’t give a Catalogue of their Blun- 
ders, is owing to the Multitude, and my Hope of their a- 
mendment. Others indeed infinuate, that they have been 
publifh’d once too often already. - 

To reduce thefe Hints into Practice, I would again g - 
ferve, that the Influence of a good Tafte, is to be extended 
much farther than is generally imagin’d. ’Tis not confin’d 
only to Writings of every Kind; but intimately regards 
Painting and Sculpture ; comprehends the whole Circle of 
Civility and good Manners, and regulates Life and Condutt, 
as well as Theory and Speculation. In every one of 
thefe Relations, tis always to be obferved, both in judging 
and a¢ting. For Want of it, in all, we daily fee a thou- 
fand Abfurdities, that Politenefs would be afham’d of, and 
Reafon condemn. Pertnefs pafles for Wit; Dullnefs 
for Decorum; Lewdnefs for Humour; Diffimulation for 
Honour ; and Vanity for every Accomplifhment. I 
can't mention thefe Circumftances, without thinking of my 
Pupils. There is fearce an Error, but what puts me in 
mind of them; and every one of my Refleétions, on Tafte 
in general, becomes infenfibly a Sarcafm on their Writings. 
In Truth, they have had their Licence fo long, that I 
fcarce know where to begin their Reformation ; and if I 
did, perhaps "twould be only (like the Trojans) driving a 
Flight of Harpies from their Dinner ; and provoking their 
Refentment to revenge it witha Pun, in Contempt of my 
Criticifms, and Defiance of my Authority. 

I with I may be miftaken, when I imagine our Tafte is 
very much degenerated, fince Mr. Addi/on’s Time ; but I 
am afraid our Entertainments on the Stage, and our Beha- 
viour in the Pit, will be too ftrong Confirmation. Bad 
Writers naturally make bad Criticks. There is not one, a- 
mong the firft, fo contemptible, but has his Admirers a- 
mong the laft, who blaze abroad his Follies, to eftablith his 
Fame; and to recommend their own Miftakes, circulate 
Ignorance thro’ all their Acquaintance, To this may be 
added, that the Great, and Noble among us, no longer 
pique themfelves, on being as eminent for their Underftand- 
tgs, as their Fortunes. "Tis no longer efteem’d an Ho- 
nour to be the firft in Politenefs, and good Senfe. The

Edinbureh, Fan.16. Both City and Country having 
been for feveral Days paft amufed with different Accounts 
of the late Apparition in the Shire of Perth; we have 
thought proper to publifh the following Narrative, careful- 
ly taken down from the Miflive of a Gentleman of unex- 
ceptionable Honour and Veracity. : a 

One Wm. Sxtor, aged about 37, a Farmer in Middle 
Max (belonging to the Laird of Balgorun) near Craighall, 
being about the Month of December 1728, in the Fields 
with his Servants, near his own Houfe, over-heard at 
fome Diftance, as it were, an uncommon Skreeking and 
Noife; and they following the Voice, fancied they faw a 
dark gray colour’d Dog; but as it was dark Night, they 
concluded it was a Fox, and accordingly were for {etting 
on their Dogs: But it was very obfervable, that not one of 
them would fo much as point their Head that Way. 

About a Month after, the faid Swtor being occafionally in 
the fame Spot, and much about the fame Time of Night, 
it appeared to him again, and, in pafling, touched him fo 
fmartly on the Thigh, that he felt a Pain all that Night, 

In December 1729, it again caft,up to him about the 
fame Place, and paffed him at fome Diftance. 

In Fune 1730, it appeared to him as formerly. And it 
was now he began to judge it was fomething Extraordinary. 

On the laft Monday of November 1730, about Sky-fetting, 
as he was coming from Drumlochy, this officious Vifiter 
pafs’d him as formerly, and in pefling, he diftinétly heard 
it {peak thefe Words, Within eight or ten Days, do or die; 
and inftantly difappeared, leaving him nota little perplex’d. 
Next Morn. he came to his Brother James's Houle, and 
gave him a particular Account of all that had happened. 
And that Night, about Ten of the Clock, thefe two Bro- 
thers having been vifiting their Sifter at G/anbal/ow, and re- 
turning home, ftept afide to fee the remarkable Spot; where 
they had no fooner arrived, than it appeared to William; 
who pointing his Finger to it, defired his Brother and a 
Servant who was with them, to look to it: But neither of 
them could fee any fuch Thing. 

Next Saturday Even. as William was at his Sheep-folds, 
it came up to him, and audibly uttered thefe Words. 
Corse to the Spot of Ground within Half cn Hour. Where- 
upon he went home, and taking a Sword and a Staff in his 
Hand, came to the Ground, being at laft determined to fee 
the Iffue. He had {carce encircled himfelf with a Line of 
Circumvallation, when his troublefome familiar came up to 
him. He asked it, In the Name of God, who are you? It 
anfwered, J am David Sutor, George Sutor’s Brother. J 
killed a Man more than 35 Years ago, ct a Bufh by Eaht the 
Road as you go into the Ile. Mr. Sutor faid to it, David Sa- 
tor was a Man, and you appear asa Dog. It anfwered, J 
killed him with a Dog, and am made to fpcak out of the Mouth 
of a Dog, and I tell you go and oury thefe Bones. 

This coming to the Ears of the Minifter of B/arr, the 
Lairds of Gla/eloon and Rychalzee, &c. about 40 Men, went 
together to the faid Ifle; but, after opening Ground in 
feveral Places, found no Bones. 

On the 23d of December, about Midnight, when Wil- 
liam was in Bed, it came to his Door, and faid, Come 
away. Qiu cwill find the Bones at the Side of the withered 
Bujb, and there are but eigh: left; and told him at the fame 
Time, for a Sign, that he would find the Print of a Crofs 
impreis'd on the Ground. 

Next Day William and his Brother, with about 40 or 50 
People who had conveen’d out of Curiofity, came to the 
Ifle, where they difcovered the Bufh, and the Crofs by it; 
and upon digging the Ground about a Foot down, found 
the eight Bones: All which they immediately wrapt in 
clean Linnen, and being put into a Cofiin, with a Mort- 
cloth over it, were interr’d that Even. in the Church-yard 
of Biair, attended by above 100 Perfons, 

N. B. Several People in that Country remember to have 
feen this David Sutor ; and that he liited a Soldier and went 
abroad about 34 or 35 Years ago.
